Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/31/2005 have been fully considered but 

they are not persuasive. 

In the remarks, Applicant contends that according to the structure of 
Monma, the arrangement contributes to highly efficient antenna 
performance in terms of received gain. Therefore, one having skilled 
in the art would not modify Monma as suggested by the examiner. 
In response, first, from the broadly claimed limitation in claim 1, there 
is no suggestion whatsoever concerning the received gain. Secondly, 
Matsumoto does suggest placing the antenna structure near the 
microphone would minimize disturbances of electromagnetic waves 
caused by using the microphone (col. 4, 24-29). 
Finally, Applicant contends that examiner cannot ignore claim 
limitations to make out a case for obviousness. 
In response, Applicant should review the final rejection in which all 
the limitation was addressed. 
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From the above the rejection of claims 1-12 and 15-20 should be 
sustained.
